Robert North,* S.J., will 
present the first lecture of the 
year entitled “Clues The Dead 
Sea Community Left Behind,” on 
Thursday, Nov. 3, at 7:26 p.m.

The lecture will answer many 
, questions concerning the religious 
organization of a pre-Christian 
community that the Dead Sea 
Scrolls have raised. Were the 
men of this community celibate? 
Were they EsSenes? Did they 
practice monastic poverty? Did 
they have sacrifices and ritual 
banquets? Were they before or 
after John the Baptist? By means 
of the stones and other objects 
excavated at Qumran, of which 
views will be shown on a slide 
projector by Fr. North, these 
questions will be answered. 

Fr. North received his M.A. 
at St. Louis University in 1939> 
was ordained at St. Mary’s, Kan- 
sas in June, 1944, an4 was given 
his S.B.D. degree (doctor of Sa- 
cred Scripture) in Rome in 1951. 

Fr. North was the Director of 
the Jerusalem Pontifical Biblican 
Institute from 1956 * to 1969. He 
assisted in excavations of Byblos 
(1962), Jericho (1952-63), Dibon 
(1953), Bogazkoy (1955), Warka 
(1956); he directed excavation of 
Ghassul (East Jordan) in 1956. 
He is the author of “Guide to 
Biblical Iran” (Rome, 1956) and 
various reports on Qumram and 
other archeological sites, in Bib- 
lica. Catholic Biblical Quarterly, 
Palestine Exploration Quarterly, 
Orientalia, and others.

Once again, the students of St. 
Joseph’s are faced with the question 
of whether or not they want St. Joe 
to be a member of the National 
Federation of Catholic College Stu- 
dents. 

The student body voted to join the 
organization laiFyear, in spite of the 
fact that only a handful of students 
really knew \vhat the NFCCS was 
or did. This year, the Student Coun- 
cil will conduct another poll to de- 
termine whether St. Joe will remain 
in the national organization. 

It is stuff’s opinion that the stu- 
dents of St. Joe do not sufficiently 
benefit directly from the organization 
to justify the high cost of belonging 
to the NFCCS. If we were to join 
again this year, the bill would be 
approximately $1100. We still owe 
our dues for last year — about $550, 
and we would be assessed about the 
same amount for this year’s dups. 

The money would come from the 
Student Council treasury which is 
not exactly overflowing at this time. 
This, is too much money to invest in 
an organization that actually does 
so little for the students on campus. 

What is the NFCCS? Well, it is 
sometimes defined as “the official 
national organization within which, 
Catholc ^college students establish 
their identity, as. a pj^ticular segment 
of the American college population.” 
It is supposedly a channel for Catho- 


lic Action on the college campus and 
is supposed to benefit “all” students 
on the campus. 

But does it? 

An elaborate program of NFCCS 
sponsored activities was planned for 
St. Jojg.]g§t year. But, it simply never 
came ott. , 

The campus NFCCS was supposed 
to set up a Family Life Institute 
consisting of a series of talks by 
people in various walks ot life on the 
problems of married life. ' 

The campus NFCCS was supposed 
to conduct a program of speakers 
and a discussion on the effects of 
Communism today with speakers 
being brought in from outside. 

The campus NFCCS was supposed 
' to lend a “helping hand ” to manv 
of the campus clubs and ' organiza- 
tions. 

These are only a few of the activi- 
ties that had been planned for the 
campus NFCCS. None of them were 
ever accomplished. 

It is a question of whether we can 
afford to belong to" an organization 
which merely “identifies” us and 
which actually does so little for the 
campus. A few students do benefit: 
the campus officers get to attend a 
national NFCCS convention at the 
expense of the organization. This is 
just about the only direct benefit 
that any student reaps from the 
NFCCS. 


The NFCCS is simply too expen- 
sive for the work it does here at 
St. Joe.

This is the re- 
sult of eight years of inconsistent foreign 
policy, that finds the United States in 
support of “Colonialism” and the sole 
support of dictators like Peron, Trujillo, 
and Batista.

The dirth of original thinking and 
bold enterprise resulted in the very inept 
handling of the U-2 incident, giving 
Khrushchev his chance to destory the 
summit conference. Republican diplomacy 
has failed to solve the issues of the cold 
war, has failed to build respect for Ameri- 
ca, and ultimately, what is most important, 
it has failed to convince the newly emerg- 
ing nations of Asia and Africa, that 
America offers them their only chance 
for freedom and self determination. 

The Eisenhower Administration was ex- 
tremely slow to .realize the need for a 
stronger missile program. This is witnessed 
by the fact that Werner Von Braun and a 
group of scientists were forced to go over 
the non-hearing head of the “veto-presi- 
dent” directly to the American people, 

■ with .their show of needs for more money 
in the field of missile research and de- 
velopment. Only after the Russians had 
showed the world their supremacy, did the 
Eisenhower Administration act to give 
the missile program its proponents de- 
manded. 

American economy, termed- “stable” by 
the Republicans, has the slowest rate of' 
growth of any of the great industrial 
powers of the world. Backward, inefficient, 
and unrealistic economic and fiscial policies 
have led to depressions in 1953, 1954, and 
1958, and the Wall Street Journal tells 
us that._the country is in the grips of still 
another depression, the fourth of the Eisen- 
hower Administration.

This Saturday being Homecoming, the old grads will be 
flocking back to their old Alma Mater, eager to witness a 
Puma Victory. But, Coach Jim Freeman’s Ball State Cardinals 
will also be on hand, determined to disapj^pt. ^the old 
Pumas by knocking off the 1960 Pumas. 

The Cardinals, though their record is only 2-4 overall 
and 1-3 in the ICC, are not to be taken lightly. They havP 

beaten Eastern Illinois (14-6), 
and DePauw (24-20), and have 
lost to Illinois State (7-3), Valpo 
(10-8), Evansville (10-7), and 
Butler (27-0). 

Thus, the Cardinals have been 
badly beaten only once, and have 
lost three games by a combined 
total of only nine points. Only a 
field-goal saved league-leading 
Evansville from defeat at the 
hands of the Cards. 

Coach Freeman, in his fifth 
year at Ball State, led last 
year’s injury ridden squad to 
a 1-7 record, 1-5 in the ICC. 
He lost 11 lettermen from 
that squad and counted 15 
returning this year^r-lO line- 
men and five backs.
